3. It was moved, seconded and passed unanimously to enter into Executive Session pursuant 

to C.R.S. §24-6-402(3)(b)(I)  to consider the applications and appointments of persons to the 

staff of the Independent Ethics Commission, and the individuals have requested that these 

matters be conducted in Executive Session.
